ANOTHER DRAINAGE DIFEIQULTY 

A Chinese tenant : f a house at 32 Praga 
Central, having gritter to Mr M. J. D. 
Stephens, solicitor, complainiig of the 
drainaye and wacer supply, that gentleman 
sunt the letter on te the Colonul Secretary. 
The tenant gave notice ta Mr Stephens thut 
unless he could effect some reform in the 
drainage and water supply the tenant would 
repudiate any claim for rent, [t was ab. 
solutely impossible for him, he wrote, to 
occupy these promises any longer on ac- 
Sant of the unbearable stench that per- 
vaded the house. He waa also contem- 
plating un action ugainst either the Hong- 
kong Government or against: Mr Stephens, 
as Jandlord, for tho serions Hineas which 
he (the tenant) had cautracted through the 
defective sanitary arrangements of the pre- 
mises 

Mr Stephens, in an accompanying letter, 
said : ‘TI fiud it becomes necesury to send 
this otter on tu you as the tenants are 
conatant'y complaining to me of the de. 
fective state of thedraing. ‘They ray un- 
til the new scheme of drainago was laid 
dogro throughout the lot no trouble what- 
ever arose with reference to the drains 
when thers wae o well-laid stoou-dressed 
drain, and the water and drainige passed 
through such drains freely and without 
hindrance. By the present oew drainage 
vatem the floors of tho cuckhouses of 
Vhinese houses ure constantly being in- 
undated with drainage water coming up 
through the gratings from the drains be- 
low, and the trouble arises in Bunserous 
instances where no new drainaga has 
bean laid down te Chineao hougea. I 
was called upon aume year of more ago 
by the drainage anthorities ta redrain this 
lot stacost of $1340 with the result that 
coastant comp'aints are being mads of in- 
undstions of groug! Suora and outhouses, 
1 seems to ms thatbeforo any new drain- 
age ayatems was decided upon: the habits of 
the Chinese shoald have been’ more fully. 
considered aud provided for, ynd I think 
this has greatly jo do with the present 
difficultys :

Vartéiés Sinologigues, No. 3. Croit et

We may fairly congratulato ourso ves 
that a new era is dawning in Sino-Euro- 
pean literaturo when we see these volumes

cessors of 230years ago, Much though we 
owe to tho earlier school of Jesuils in 
China, it ie not unfair to them to say that 
agreat deal of their work requires thorough 
averhuuliag by the lights of the improved 
eneyclopaedic knowledge which we now 
possess, and which placgs at our disposal 
ready-made and certain aids to learning 
which they had to forgo for themselves in 
the rough an their needs stiggested, and 
often very speculatively. 

The present work gathers in one focus 
all the available and heterogencsous inform- 
ation regarding tha appearance and effect 
of the Christian Cross in China, snd ex- 
amines alt the grounds which have teen 
pat forward for connecting it historically 
with that ‘four-legged Mavxz-man' the 
Scastika or ‘gamma'd cross,’ known to the 
Chinese and Japanese as Van-lsz or Manjt. 
All authorities, however bumble, are im- 
partially cited and consulted, and it is herd- 
ly too much to say that every European 
who has written anything at allin China 
or ou China rorth writing will fod that be 
has, voluntarily or inyoluntarily, contri- 
buted some mite of information to tha yene- 
ral store gammered in by Father Gaillard. 

When we rsy that tho book, which is 60 


profuscly adcrned with illustrations as to |- 


ba almost a work of unt available even for 
the builder and the house decorator, cou- 
teins 280 pages, it will bo understood how 
difficult is is, within the limits of « short 


newspaper notice, togive an adequate 
of tho sopo of tho enquiry. The first 
thing that Father Gaillard does, with the 
assistance of his follow-iconoclatt Father 
Havrot (if wo moy bo allowed. for this 
purpose fo consider ‘imaginations’ as 
‘images’) is to Gisposo of the absurd ifea 
started, apparently without intention, by 
Prémaro, that tho almost puraly mythical 
Chiness Emperor Huevg 7i, 4,500 years 
ago, anduearly 2,700 years -befure Christ, 
had ao prosentimont of the mystery of the 
Cross. The fact that this—tmyeror dis- 
posed tho shaft and cross-bar of his newly- 
invented chariot in a certain way, and that 
the asid chariot wus dedicated to hia mo- 
mory-in honour of the Emperor's majesty, 
has boon twisted round to mos that be 
‘invented the Cross ns a symbol of honoor 
to the Most High. This is a striking 
instance in point, illuatraling how complete- 
ly all the old work requires overhauling 
by the light of tho laws of Chineso com- 
position as now bettur understood, and of 
the exact meaning of words with which 
the experiencefof two centuries has farnish- 
ed us. To come again to a more recent 
date: the whule of tho work of Pauthiers, 
clever though he wus, must be condemned 
ad unlrastworthy and used with great 
caution, wing to his ignorance of the firet 
principle of Chinoss composition and his 
inv stern. habit. f guossing at ideas. Partly 
ag a corutary to this exploded iloa sug 
gested by Prémiare’a mistake, Father (ail- 
lurd very properly rejects: ix. foto the idea 
that the early crosa cuuld have been in any 
way Jerived from the swostiku, Chinese or 
Indian, and gives usall the learniog on the 
anbject of the Jalterand itsconoection with 
art, religiuus and «therwige. As to this 
portion, we would yenture to suggest the 
condensation, reconstruction, and republi- 
Cation in& more consecutive form, aa it is 
difficult to arrange the ideas, amid such o 
mass uf ovidence and dates, so ss to gain 
a peneral historical grasp of the question, 
The must interesting pact of the book 
ip perhtps that which treate of the s0- 
called ‘Nestoriau’ tablet of Si-av Fu. 
‘Catholic’ tablet would be more 
rect, a6 Father Gailiard  sbuws, 
there gems’ no spacial reason for 
fecting’ the atone with the Nestorian 
heresy, oven if this hereay woro better 
dofioad than it is in tho majority of minds.

Tt is hardly necessary to say that the ep- 
pearance of thin, embodying as it will the 
combined wisdom of tha moat accom- 
plished theologians and sinologists, will be 
awaited Fith intense interdst by all think- 
ing students of Ohinese. The chapter on 
the Si-an Fu tablet is prefaced bya rednced 
phototype uf the atone itself; it is a paty 
Lbat the whole of it was not given, for 
there was plenty «f room to give it all on 
the one page ; and if anything had to be 
lopped off it might well have been the 
Chinese dragons at the top of it, It is
